Dr. Daniel N. Meeks, a dentist, is the man 
near death. He was struck down while act- 
ing the rdle of peacemaker. The four accused 
are the young men who went to the assist- 
ance of their woman friend who said she was 
insulted... Five companions of Dr. Meeks 
among whom is the man e#aid to have offered 
the insult, were arrested on charges of dis- 
orderly conduct. The trouble ocurred at 
Sixty-third street and Ellie avenue. 

Following the fistic ‘battle Dr. Meeks, who 
is married and resides at 6314 Lexington av- 
enue, was taken to St. Bernard's hospital 
where it was found his sku!! was fractured at 
the base. He probably will die.

Three Girls with Young Men. 

With the four young men were three girls 
who had accompanied: them to Sans Souci 
park.

Collision at High Speed. 

When Engineer Schroeder had taken train 
No. 11 at Elmira fifteen minutes before it 
was a few minutes late. Thestretch of track 
from Elmira to Corning is fitted for fast run- 
ning, and he was sending his train along at 
sixty-five miles an hour. No, 9 was supposed 
to be half an hour shead of. him. 

He had no warning until he mede out the 
outline of the rear coach of No. 9 through 
the fog. Then he threw in the reverse with- 
out shutting off steam. 

The jerk threw the train the track, and 
the locomotive plunged on to splinter the 
two day coaches of No. 9, filled with excur- 
sionists and to tear through the last of the 
Pullmans. Schroeder said the inipact threw 
him from the cab and landed him on the 
roadbed. 

The 100 ton engine continued its plunge 
through the middle of the train,. grinding 
everything in its path until finally blocked 
by the debris. 


Great Crowd on Excursion. 

Taking advantage of the holiday excursion 
rates to Buffalo and Niagara Falls, many 
excursionists had boarded No. 9 at all points 
from Hoboken, including Scranton, Bing- 
hamton, and Elmira. There were also many 
passengers for the west. By the time Mimira 
was reached the train carried s0 many pas- 
sengers that a second engine was attached. 

When the ‘train neared Gibson it was 
stopped by extra freight No. 61, which was 
stalled by a pulled out draw head on the

Signals which thie freight train put out 
stopped No. 9 The first engine wes un- 
coupled and set at work to push the dead end

CAMPAIGN ISSUE 


Promises to Make Vigorous 
Fight to Reduce the 
High Cost of Living 
in. America. 


‘DODGED BY OLD PARTIES.

Declares Both Platforms Are 


Silent on the Unjust Bur- 
dens Placed on Con- 
sumers. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 4.—[Special. ]—Col. 
Rooseveit for the first time made a direct 
criticism of both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic platforms today and let it be known 
on what lines his campaign will be fought 
out. é 

He said neither the Republican nor Demo- 
cratic phatform showed' the slightest under- 
standing of the great social and industrial 
movement thét is under way in this country. 
Both platforms, he declared. have taken up | 
the same old policies and the same battle 
cries. Neither at Baltimore nor Chicago. he 
said, was there any apparent understanding. 
of the kind ‘of movement that ali serious 
thinkers are dwelling upon—the effort to get 
better. conditions of life for the ordinary 
wage earners. 

One of the principal features ef his cam- 
paign, the colonel! said, would be to ascer- 
tain what conditions are reeponsible for the 
high cost of living and-remedy these condi- 
tions. He said he regarded that as one of 
the leading isswes now confronting the 

&. 

“Some think the trusts are to blame and 
some think it fe the tariff,”” Col. Roosevelt 
sald, “ and this is a matter which has got to 
be fairly met: It will be the big issue of the 
coming campaign.’’ 


Looks for a Hard Fight. 

Asked when the progressive party move- 
ment would be fully under way and just 
what, leaders he could count on to support 
him, the colonel said: 

“The call for the convettion of progres- 
sives in Chicago will be issued on Monday 
and then you will be able to size up things 
better. We will see things shape up in a 
few days. It’s going to be a straight, hard 
fight.” 

Col, Roosevelt was in conference today for 
an hour with Charlies H. Thompson of Ver- 
mont; who has for the present taken charge 
of his campaign in Maine,. Vermont. and 
Massachusetts. Gov. Bass will lead the fighi 
in New Hampehire, Mr. Thompecon said. 

“The progreesive movement in the New. 
England states is stronger than before the 
primaries. Wherever {t fs poseible the names 
of the Roosevelt electors will be placed cn 
the Republican ballot. 

*“ There has been much to encourage us,” 
continued the colonel. ‘Since Wilson war 
nominated I have received 500 to 1,000 letters 
and telegrams urging me to go on with the 
fight. These men realize, as we all should, 
that. the need of a new party is more eviden: 
than ever before.’’ 


All Classes Show Interest. 

The colonel aleo sald he had received many 
contributions. One was from a man living 
on the east side in New York inclosing a 
check for $10. Another $10 came from a 
woman bookkeeper in Cleveland. These in- 
stances, he said, gave an illustration of the 
real feeling of the people, who were the ones 
vitally interested in the fight that is to be 
waged. 

Col. Roosevelt was asked how the organi- 
zations in the states where he won at the 
primaries were lining up and he replied 
that in several states he expected the Roose- 
belt electors would be on the Republican 
ticket. 

He mentioned South Dakota, Kansas, arf 
California as states where he was already 
confident that the plan could be carried out. 
Gov. Stubbs, he said, was with him in the 
Kansas fight; Gov. Aldrich in Nebraska: 
Gov. Gisasecock in West Virginia. 


Not Sure About Miinois. 

Col. Roosevelt said he was not yet sure 
what the outcome will be in Illinois. He 
said he thought Gov. Deneen might remain 
neutral in. the fight... 

“But It will probably be necessary to put 
up &@ progressive ticket in Illinois as well 
as Ohio,"" he addeci 

In Pennsylvania, Col Roosevelt said, he 
had with him ex-Senator Flinn, E. A. Van 
Valkenburg. and other leaders. There is 
practically the same situation there as when 
he began his fight at the primaries, he sgid, 
and he expects to win again.

CAPITOL FLIES NEW FLAGS. 

Washington, D. C., July 4.—The new na- 
tional flag, bearing forty-eight stars, erm- 
blematic of all the states, including the re- 
cently admitted Arizona and New Mexico, 
was flung from all federal structures in the 
country and from the American navy 
throughout the world today.

THE PRESIDENT’S PARTNER. 

When the Democratic convention had 
nominated a candidate for the presidency 
after a protracted and desperate struggle, 
many of the delegates hurried away. They 
were not interested in the choice of a vice 
presidential nominee. Seveyal of the strong 
men of the party had declined to consider 
this nomination. 

At Chicago the situation was the same. 
The men who would have brought strength 
to the ticket declined, and the present incum- 
bent, who four years ago became “ a nomi- 
nee by exhaustion,” was nominated on the 
same terms. 

This cynical neglect of the vice presidency 
is one of the most striking examples to be 
had of the gambling spirit of America. The 
vice presidency is by no means an unimpor- 
tant office. It is an office of the highest im- 
portance, as our history has proved. ‘Three 
times in half-a century -it has been the 
threshold of the presidency through the sud- 
den death of the president, and twice in the 
period preceding. 

In the face of this grim record the Repub- 
lican convention of 1908 placed a standpat- 
ter in the possible succession to an assumed 
progressive, and though the late Democratic 
convention committed no such stultifying in- 
consistency, it hardly can be said that its 
attitude toward the vice presidential nomi- 
nation was what it should have been. 

We are gambling with national humilia- 
tion and misfortune in neglecting the ‘fact 
that the almost powerless vice president of 
today may be the all powerful chief execu- 
tive of tomorrow. For example, wiat if 
James Schoolcraft Sherman should succeed 
to the presidency—“ Sunny Jim,” the friend 
and ally of Lorimer, standpatter and reac- 
tionary? | 

How is this grave evil to be corrected? 

Tur TRIBUNE believes it can be corrected 
by making the vice presidency what it ought 
to be, the junior partnership of the presi- 
dency. 

The president and the vice president 
should make a partnership in the business 
of government, and the junior member, in- 
stead of being relegated to a sinecure, should 
be kept actively in the business of the con- 
cern whose head isthe president. Heshould 
be a member of the cabinet, participating in 
its councils and helping to shape policy, solve 
problems, and perfect administration. — 

The vice presidency was not intended by 
the founders to be a nonentity or an accident. 
The first plan of filling this office was to give 
it to the candidate who received next to the 
highest vote. This, of course, was incom- 


_ patible with the party system, but it showed 


that the importance of the office was not 
ignored by the statesmen who made the con- 
stitution. ‘ 

Let us restore the vice presidency to its 
proper place in our scheme of government. 
Let us make it the junior partnership to the 
presidency, an office of the highest rank, an 
opportunity for the most important service, 
a real preparation for the responsibility 
which may devolve upon its incumbent. 

If it is made what {t should be, we shall 
have no more “ candidates by exhaustion,” 
but men of the highest politicdl type will 
seek it.

PURITY NEEDED IN MILK. 

L. V. agks: ‘I went to call your atiention 
to one matter you have never attended to. 
That is in remward to unclean milk. [ have 
sometimes in buying milk failed to get a 
strictly clean article. It is a piece of care- 
lessnese I have been unable to account for. 
After reflecting over the matter a goad deal 
I have concluded that our datrymen do not 
clean their cows before milking. When I 
was a boy I lived in the country, and my 
parents kept two cows. My mother did 
the milking and she saw to it that the cows 
were clean. 

In Ohio there is a state law for inspecting 
the condition of the milk, but none, #o far 
as I can learn, for inspecting the condition 
of the cows. It seems tomethere ought to be 
such a law. Is there euch a law in Illinois? 


REPLY. 

This column has contained a good deal om milk. 
It will confain more now that the warm weather 
is here. Dirt in milk is of much less consequence 
in winter than in summer. Most ordinances cover 
the subject’ of dirt in milk In several ways, Fre- 
quentiy they specify that the milk shall not contain 
dirt. Some of them specify what is known as the 
dirt test—etraining one pint of miik through ab- 
sorbent cotion, whereupon the dirt is seen on the 
cotton, Se@me of them specify that milking shal 
be done in’ small mouthed paile or through strain- 
ers. Some of them specify that the milkers’ hands 
and the cows’ udders shall be clean. Frequently a 
certain score—the government score—is specified, 
and clean udders is a prominent requirement om that 
card. The difficulty about all method require- 
mente is in getting them carried out. An inspec- 
tor cannot be present at every milking, go it pretty 
early, though not entirely, comes back to the care-

DE FONTENOY. 


OUNT ALEXANDER VON WHELS- 
BERG, after disappearing more than 
@ month ago from his English coun- 
try seat, Woollas Hall, near Wor- 
cester, has just been found wandering 
in a demented state near Cromford in Derby- 
shire. He has royal blood in his veins and 
@ most romantic history. 

His father was the late Duke Elimar of 
Oldenburg, half-brother of the late grand 
duke, and uncle, therefore, of the present 
sovereign ruler of that German state, 


_ 

Duke Elimar was a most gifted man, and 
there are many Germans in this country 
who have laughed to their heart's content at 
those popular farces which are constantly 
represented on the Teutonic stage here as 
written by “H. Guenther,” or by “I. 
Meyer,’’ the two pen names under which he 
Was accustomed to conceal his identity. 

Duke Elimar served with distinction in the 
war of 1866, and again in that of 1870, but 
was so horror-stricken by the scenes which 
he witnessed on the battlefield that he took 
a prominent part in the work of the inter- 
national peace societies, several letters and 
pamphlets bearing his name and title having 
appeared in print on the subject of peace. 

so 

Like some other members of German roy- 
alty, he sought beauty and charm, rather 
than rank, when looking for a wife, and, in- 
stead of marrying a princess of the dlood, 
contracted a perfectly valid, ecclesiastical 
union with Natalie Vogel, who wae of peas- 
ant birth, and upon whom Emperor Francis 
Joseph later conferred the title of Baroness 
Vogel von Friesenhof at the pressing re- 
quest of the duke. 

During the last two decades of his life 
Duke Elimar, who died about eleven years 
ago, resided with his wife and his only son 
at bis beautiful chateau of Erla, not far 
from Vienna, and it soon became a favorite 
resort for everything that was most bril- 
liant in art and literature in the Austrian 
capital. He was, however, never seen at 
court functions. 

At his death his nephew, the grand duke, 
bestowed upon Baroness von Friesenhof’s 
son (the grand duke's cousin, therefore, and 
luke him a descendant on the distaff side 
of the great Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden) 
the title of Count von Welsberg, under which 
name he received a commission from the 
kaiser in the Prussian Garde du Corps at 
Potsdam, and subsequently married a 
daughter of the well known German racing 
man, Count Frederick von Hahn. 


eo 

Count Alexander von Welsberg was per- 
fectly content.with his position in life until 
Count Leopold of Lippe obtatned from the 
Lippe legislature, from the supreme court 
of the empire, and from a specia) tribunal 
presided over by the late King Albert of 
Saxony, a decree vesting in him the sover- 
eignty of the principality of Lippe, despite 
his morganatic origin, through his Amer 
iean maternal grandmother. 

This led Count: Alexander to put forward 
claims to a place in the line of succession to 
the grand duchy of Oldenburg. He put his 
interests in the hands of one. of the most 
important law firms in Germany, which pre- 
sented a demand upon the reigning grand 
duke for recognition of their client as# full- 
fledged prince of that sovereign house. enti- 
thed as suéh'to a large income fr the 
extensive family property and to a civil 
list from the state treasury. 

The importance of this request is apparent, 
when one considers that the reigning grand 
duke is in delicate health, that his only son ts 
a frail boy of about 10 years, that his only 
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valid, and that, had Count von Welsberg’s 
pretensions been admitted, he would be, after 
them, heir to the grand ducal crown, with 
rights superior to the czar’s brother-in+law, 
Duke Peter of Oldenburg (in spite of his title, 
a Russian by birth and nationality), and 
also to the kaiser’s two brothers-in-law, 
Duke Ernest Gunther, and Duke Frederick 
Ferdinand of Schleswig-Holstein. 

As, moreover, the kaisger’s second B0n, 
Prince Eitel Fritz, ie married to the only 
daughter of the Grand Duke of Oldenburg, 
it will be seen that the position of Count 
von Welsberg as a lieutenant of the Garde 
du Corps at Petsdam and, as such, in the 
immediate entourage of the kaiser and his 
family bedame very awkward ” 

He was given by Emperor William the 
alternative of either withdrawing his claim 
or of being placed on the retired list. 

He chose the latter, and, being subse- 
quently defeated in all the actions brought 
by his lawyers in support of his pretensions, 
found it preferable to transfer his residence 
to England, since life in Germany, with the 
kaiser andial) his relatives against him, was 
the revérse of pleasant.

Count Alexander is fairly well off, but is, 
however, dependent on an allowance from 
his mother, Baroness von Friesenhof, who 
resides at her Hungarian castle of Brogyan, 
in the County of Bars. 

It was to her that Duke Elimar left the 
whole of his considerable fortune at his 
death. 

The life of Count von Welsberg in England 
has not been altogether happy, as he has 
failed to “catch on” with the county’ so- 
ciety of Worcestershire, where his residence 
is situated, and this, together with the feel- 
ing that he was an exile, unjustly deprived 
of his lawful rights, seems to have preyed 
upon his mind to the point of unbalancing it. 

~~. 

Much has been written about the villa of 
Hvidur, in the suburbs of Copenhagen, which 
is owned jointly by Dowager Queen Alexan- 
dra of England and by her sister, the dbw- 
ager empress of Russia, and where they 
are fond of residing together when in Den- 
mark, instead of at one or another of the 
royal palaces. 

Few, however, are aware that its site and 
name are those of a former chateau which 
figures in Danish history much in the same 
way that Woodstock and Fair Rosamond 
figure in that of England. 

The Rosamond of old Danish days was 
born in the Netherlands, and the king whom 
she enthralled was Christian IJ., who flaur- 
ished in the/sixteenth century, and was mar- 
ried to Prineess Isabella of Austria, sister of 
Emperor Charles V. 

Her nameé was less poetic than that of 
her English prototype, being Dyveke, which 
may be translated “ Littie Dove,’’ and she 
was the daughter of a gigantic virago, Vrauw 
Sigbrit, a miarket woman of Bergen.

It was there that Dyveke Sigbrit’s rare 
beauty attracted the attention and won the 
héart of Prince Christian, then Danish vice- 
roy of Norway, and she became his wife in 
everything but name, her strong-minéed 
mother livimg in the palace with her and 
acquiring the most extraordinary mastery 
over her left handed son-in-law. 

In fact, when he became king of Denmark, 
Vrouw Sigbrit became his principal political 
adviser and virtual premier, and ultimately 
received t control of the entire state 
finances, her empire over Christian lasting 
for years after her daughter's tragic death, 
celebrated im the well known ballad, ‘ The 
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: THE QUITTERS. |

‘(n Thirteenth Round Amid 
Storm of Protests. 


WILD SWING ENDS BATTLE 


Mexican Is Floored by Body Blow 
and Champion Sprawls Across 
His Prostrate Body. - 


FIGHT. MARKED BY VICIOUSNESS

Los Angeles, Cal., July 4—[Special. }—After. 
thirteen desperate and thrilling rounds Ad 
Wolgast, the lightweight champion, was to- 
day returned a winner over Joe Rivers in the 
most complicated result:that could be real- 
ized. A knockout with the-full ten count ad- 
ministered is the explanation of Referee 
Jack Welsh, while various other opinions 
will be sent broadcast by many of the news- 
paper scribes at the ringside. 

Fortunately my reservation had me right 
in the Mexican’s corner, where the climax 
occurred. Directly after a fierce mixup Wol- 
gast lunged in with a sweeping left directed 


to Rivers’ body in a half hooking delivery, | 


landing heavily on Rivers’ stomach... The 
blow was just a shade low, and Rivers went 
down on the: bread of his. back, placing_his 
hands down over -his groin as an indication 
that he had been fouled. Wolgast must have 
been overbailanced, for within a second after 
Rivers had fallen to the floor the champion 
toppled over on top of him, straddling Rivers’ 
right knee. This apparently disabled the 
champion, for he was helped to regain his 
feet by Referee Welsh, while the latter con- 
tinued to count out Rivers. 


“You Win,” Welsh to Wolgast. 

As soon as Wolgast was up he walked to the 
center of the ring and toward his own corner, 
holding himself low as if he himeelf was un- 
able to continue. “‘ You win,” shouted Welsh 
to the little Dutchman as he passed to his 
corner, and amid the tremendous shouts and 


confusion only those at the immediate ring- 


side knew what had happened. 

Welsh hurried from the ring, and, white the 
fact that Wolgast was returned the winner 
was generally made kown in @ hurry, 
was hardly clear to even newspapermen on 
what basis his decision was rendered. 

One conception /immediately arrived at 


was that Welsh had declared Wolgast a | 


winner on point of disqualification in that 
Rivers had fouled Wolgast, but this is a 


" sidiculous view for it was the champion’s 


own misfortune.in falling. and mo such ruling 
could be made. 

Amid the disturbance in the packed arena 
and the confusion in Rivers’ corner came 
shouts of ‘‘ Foul,”. “ Foul,”’ “ Fouk’’ I heard 
Welsh count to eight at the same time help- 
ing Wolgast off Rivers. As soon as Woilgast 
had crossed to his own corner, Welsh pro- 
claimed him the winner and said that he had 
counted ter just as the final bell sounded. 


Rivers Claims Foul Blow. 
When the actual result became generally 
known, a tremendous roar of dissatisfaction 


went up with shouts of robbery from the Rivers 
end It was anything but robbery. Welsh is a 
courageous referee and while the mixup was a 
confusing one he did not hesitate in counting the 
Mexican boy out ‘the second he dropped from the 
blow. While openty admitting that the fatal blow 
landed right on the elt Hne, with e fraction of 
the glove showing low, it was not sufficient.to be 
characterized a foul and the reali forte of the 
punch was felt above. 

Up to the thirteenth and final round Wolgaat 
wes a decided winner and had his plucky opponent 
badly bunged up, with the betting questionable 
whether or not Rivers would last the fifteen rounds. 
It was undoubtedly one of the best and most ter- 
rific lightweight battles that the coast has seen 
while it lasted and though Rivers failed In his 
aspirations to become the chempiom he will be 
great in his defeat, for he fought @esperately and 
as savagely. as a wildcat until the champion had 
calmed him down after the seventh round. 

Much to the surprise of all, in the opening round 
Wolgast started off in an easy, careless mood, with 
Rivers .peppering him at intervals with lefts and 
landing a clean right hand uppercut to the face. ’ 
With the sound of the next gong Rivers came 
out and tore after the champion in terrific — 
and > ts house went wild. 


-.  Wolgast Spills His. Blood. 

In a fierce mixup Wolgast broke from a clinch 
with blood streaming down his back from a wound 
in the beck of his head, inflicted in a collision with 
Rivers’ teeth. This seemed to infuriate the little 
bull from Cadillac and whet a grand.exchange of 
wallops resulted. Rivers’. lip Was split and his nose 
showed the.claret, but he came all the more des- 
perately and with slashing right hand punches to 

the chin and repeated . ate’ sent the cham- 
pidn to his corner with decidedly the worst of the 
roun 

wi the staring of iPe third round Woigsat 
came strong in his aggressive, tearing style and 
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Wolgast-Rivers Fight by Rounds.

Rivers led and they clinched. Riversland- 
ed three lefts to the face in quick succes- 
sion and Wolgast covered. Rivers ap- 
peared faster and his blocking was better. 
In a clinch Rivers sent in three stiff righta, 
jarring Wolgast. Rivers’ round. 
SECOND ROUND—Rivers opened a gash 
on Wolgast’s neck, from which the blood 
spurted in a stream. Rivers pecked Wol- 
gast ten times without a return, and then 
put a stiff left to stomach. Rivers landed 
right to Wolgast’s nose, starting a new 
flow of blood. .Wolgast often fell short, 
while Rivers never missed. Rivers’ round. 
THIRD ROUND—wWolgast took stiff left

hard rights,and lefts. Wolgast missed a 
right swing and Rivers put another left 
to the wind. They foughtliketigers. Wol- 
gast went to a clinch and covered. Both 
were smeared with blocd. In a clinch 
Rivers opened the wound in Wolgast’s 

neck. Round even. 

FOURTH ROUND—Rivers sent Wol- 
gast’s head back with a right. Wolgast 
clinched, but could not land at close range. 
Again Rivers’ rocked Wolgast, but the 
champion bored in. Wolgast found much 
difficulty in “hitting Rivers. He missed 
again and the Mexican put in left and right 
to the wind.. It was Rivers’ round. 

FIFTH ROUND—They went into a 
clinch and both held on. Wolgast put light 
left to jaw, but misseda Tight. Ina neutral 
corner Rivers put left and right to wind 
and received a light right to jaw. Then 
they stéod in the middie of the ring look- 
ing at each other. They clinched and Riv- 
ers nearly upset Wolgast with a right to 
jaw. Round even. 

SIXTH ROUND—Wolgast missed and 
Was nearly upset again.

EIGHTH ‘ ROUND—Wolgast tried with 
right and left and missed both. Wolgast 
euddeniy-rushed.and put lefts and rights to 
‘wind, chasing Rivers around the ring 
Both then seemed content to box at lng 


range. Both were tired and slowed down 
considerably. The round was siightly in 

Wolgast’s favor. 

NINTH ROUND—After a clinch Rivers 
put light left to the stomach. Wolgast be- 
gan to crouch to protect his stomach. 
Rivers seemed to be resting as he kept 
away. It was the tamest round of the 
fight. Wolgast rushed suddenly and put 
a stiff left to stomach, making Rivers 
wince. Wolgast’s round by a shade. 

TENTH ROUND—Wolgast rushed. and 
Rivers blocked, making the champion miss 
a left. Rivers kept away, poking Wolgast 
and stepping back. In a clinch Wolgast 
made Rivers cover with swings to jaw. 
Rivers suddenly jumped in and puta hard 
right over Wolgast’s kidneys, taking noth- 
ingin return. Head to head they exchanged 
fearful body smashes and were clinched 
at the bell. Wolgast’s round. 

ELEVENTH ROUND—Wolgast missed 
left to wind and Rivers hit him three times 
without return. Rivers put hard left to 
jaw Both slipped and nearly rolled out 
of the ring. Rivers then stood still and 
took four or five hard lefts and rights to 
jaw, but never winced. He then sent a 
hard left, staggering the champion. Wol- 
gast's smile hed. disappeared and he 
seemed very tired. Round even. 

TWELFTH ROUND—W olgast sent right 
to wind, rushing Rivers to ropes. Wolgast 
then tried hard to land on wind, but could 
not get through Rivers’ defense. Time 
and again the champion missed, ‘with Riv- 
ers vainly attempting to follow up the ad- 
vantage. Both rushed, and head to head 
it was, an exchange of terrific blows. Riv- 
ers’ round 

THIRTEENTH ROUND—Rivers rushed, 
Wolgast nearly went over from right to 
jaw, but bored right in, putting left to wind. 
“Take your time, Joe,” shouted Manager 
Levy to Rivers; “you got him.” Twice 
Wolgast missed, Rivers mitting in lefts to 
face.

Johnson Bleeds from Mouth. 


In the third Flynn drew blood from Johnson's 
mouth, having started a fever sore on the mouth 
to bleeding with a right overhand jolt while in 
aclinch. This was the best round Flynn had. He 
set a terrific pace. vending in many body blows. and 
the way Johnson blocked after that would indicate 
that the body blows had considerable effect 

It also had the effect of getting Jack roiled. for 
he cut looge in the next round and made Fiynn take 
a lot of punishment. driving him to the ropes with 
hard right uppercuts and left jolts. Still with all 
this bruising Flynn appeared fresh at the bell, 
showing that he possessed wonderful stamina. 

Fiynn started the fifth with a rush and reached 
Jack's neck with a nastly left hook, but the colored 
man sidestepped and began that tantalizing left 
jab on Jim’s nose and eyes again. Then to show 
that he was the mpeter, he leaned over Fiynn's 
shoulcer and laughed at his seconds while be tapped 
him on the back of the head. It was here that 
Fiynn began yelling at the referee to ‘‘ make him 
stop holding.”’ The referee warned both men and 
before the round ended Jim had taken another 
bunch of punishment. 


Proterts Against Holding. 


Flynn kept calling in the sixth to make John- 
son stop holding, and with the seconds. of both 
m waiking just outside the ropes along the out- 
side of the ring the excitement became Intense. 
The crowd thought Johnson was being hurt by Jim 
and howled like mad for the fireman to finish him, 
but the negro only smiled and jabbed Jim after 
he had been warned for butting. 

Johnson punished the Pueblo man badiy in the 
seventh, driving his left to Jim's face and making 
him bleed at the nose. The eighth began to have 
the appearance of the end, for Flynn kept butting 
and the referee kept warning him. It could not 
go long that way and many could see the end ap- 
proaching, for it was evident Flynn was deter- 
mined to rough it and take a chance of getting 
away with it. Johnson was gore, too, and drove 
home some nasty right uppercuts and ieft hooks. 

With the start of the ninth, Johngon said to the 
referee: ‘* This man is butting and fouling. I 
thought_you would be fairer to me.’ 

The referee evidently wag about to give the ver- 
dict to Johnson on a foul, for he could not have 
done otherwise the way things were going, when 
the captain of police stepped into the arena and 
said: ‘‘ This bout is off. It has got veyond a boxz- 
ing match and is now a roughhouse."’ 

Referee Smith was soon surrounded by a crowd, 
but he gave the decision to Johnson without the 
least hesitation. 


Johnson Leaves Las Vegas. 


Jack Johnson got away tonight on the limited, 
having booked his reservations in San Francisco. 
Johnson was jubilant over what he termed an easy 
victory. ‘But I would rather heve had iton a 
knockout,”’ said ‘‘ LAl Artha.”’ ‘* I have had many 
offers for vaudeville dates in the east, and also to 
box In New York, and probably will accept one 
with Palzer, if terms are right. Then it will be off 
for Australia. The sooner the better for me.’ 

After the fight some claimed Fiynn was justi- 
fied in roughing it on account of Johnson holding.

from Punishment.

FIRST ROUND—* Will you shake hands, 
Jack?’ queried Fiynn as he opened the 
battle by rushing intoaclinch. “ No,” re- 
torted the black. Flynn kept in close, but 
Johnson easily avoided his attempts and 
flung a stiff left to the ear. The champion 
pushed his man across the ring and hooked 
his left to the ear, and a moment later 
flung a hard short arm jolt to the jaw. 
Johnson smiled constantly and fought with 
great care. Flynn backed the negro against 
the ropes, and the champion rewarded him 
with a right that cut a deep gash under hig 
left eye. Round all Johnson's. 

SECOND ‘ROL.AiD—As Fliynn rushed 
Johnson simply ‘grasped him about the 
shoulders and held him at bay, all the while 
grinning like an ape. The champion 
pecked a: the fireman's face with light iefts 
and as they clinched uppercut twice heav- 
ily with rights to the jaw. The champion 
toyed with Fiyrn, twice more shooting 
right .uppercuts to the jaw, one of which 
sent the fireman’s head bobbing. The 
champion early indicated it was to be a 
battle of words as well as of blows, time 
and again exchanging his usual repartée 
with the epectators. Flynn's mouth bled 
as he took his seat, much worsted during 
the three minutes of fighting in this round. 

T.4ARD ROUND--Fiynn cut short a re- 
mark of Johnson by twice hooking hisright 
to the jaw. This nettled the black and he 
cut loose with short arm uppercuts to the 
jaw. Johnson bled slightly from the mouth 
as he emerged from a midring mixup, but 
Flynn spat bleod in a stream as the cham- 
pion cut his mouth with a volley of rights 
and lefts. wee. 

FOURTH ROUSD—Flynn rushed in close 
and was met withthe customary rain of 
right and left upper cuts to the face. At 
that time it seemed as if the champion 
was holding himself in check. He shook 
Fiynn with a few stomach taps, scarcely 
trying to protect his body from Flynn’s 
attacks.. Johnson constantly shoved his 
stomach and,invited him to blaze away, 
which convulsed the spectators. Flynn 
elicited a great cheer when he rushed the 
black to the ropes and planted a solid 
left to the jaw.

FIFTH ROUND—Johnson turned his 
head -to the spectators and hardly 
noticed Ais white antagonist.

GREEK RALLIES AT END. 


Oshkosh Boxer Nearly Seores Vic- 
tary in Early Sessions; Uses 
Poor ‘dete get

Benton Harbor, Mich., July 4.—[Special.]— 
Eddie McGoorty of Oshkosh, Wis. won a 
clean cut victory aver George [‘* Knockout ’’] 
Brown, the Chicago Greek. Brown,- how- 
ever, must be given credit for gameness and 
ability to take punishment unger adverse 
conditions. i 

Sheriff Johnson jumped hte the ring and 
stopped the fight in the tenth round. He irm- 
mediately placed the fighters and Referee 
Floyd Fitzsimmons under arrest for viola- 
tion of the Michigan. boxing statutes. The 
sheriff acted upon instructions from the gov- 
ernor, who gave orders the contest be stopped 
the moment it ceased te be a boxing bout. A 
test case will be made, as the promoters want 
to match McGoorty with Howard Mofrow for 
Labor day. 

In the fourth tound McGoorty landed a 
short right uppercut to the point of Brown's 
jaw. The Greek went to the canvas for the 
cqunt of eight. Although McGoorty tried 
hard for a knockout, he was unabile'to land. 
In this round the Badger displayed his poor- 


est ring judgment. 


McGoorty Scoree Knockdown. 

McGoorty .also knocked Brown down for 
the eight: count after the third round was 
only thirty seconds old. . With two minute 
and thirty seconds yet remaining, Bddte made 
the fatal error of going after his opponent 
tao fast, instead of measuring his ntan and 
then cutting loose. At the end of the round 
MiccGoorty apparently wes as tired as Brown. 
who began a-great uphill battle from that 
point. om 

Brown's recuperative powers were so great 
that in the last round he stood toe to toe 
with McGoorty and exchanged wallops. In this 
Fession Eddie received a few hard right swings to 
the stomach. As he attempted to retaliate for one 
he missed a hard left swing and slipped on the 
ropes. He was up instantly. Then Sheriff John- 
son stopped the fight. 

The, fighters made the stipulated weight, 158 
pounds. at 10 o'clock. Brown was two pounds 
under the notch. while McGoorty saved his forfeit 
by a few ounces. 

A crowd of 3,500 boxing fans sat under a swel- 
tering sun in the House of David baseball park, 
which has been used for professional games all 
year. Before the principals entered the ring chal- 
lenges to the winner were read from George Car- 
penter, Jimmy Clabby, and Howard Morrow. 


Story of Fight by Rounds. 


The story of the fight bry rounds followa: 

FIRST RO MeGoorty pot a light left te 
the face and Brown migsed a right sewing for the 
body and Eddie then put two lefte to the nose. 
The Greek was wild and could not land ef- 
fectively, while MecGoorty shot fm tantalizing 
lefis to the right. eye and nose.

SECOND ROUND—The Oshkosh miller sanalie 
the Chicago boy on the point of the jaw with a 
left book as Brown was coming tn.

Pumpernickle Bread Formula, 

We have had so many calls for the recipe 
which follows that I am_ surrendering more 
space to it than may seem fair or expeMtent. I 
judge it wise to do this inthe circumstances 
and subjoin the warning that the recipe will 
not be repeated for at least a year. Space is 
too precious to admit a second. appearance. 

“PUMPERNICKBL BREAD.—@o bake this 
bread is hard fof a person who has not learned 


the baker’s trade. However, if you’ will follow, 


this you may*get a fair result: One cake of 
yeast, one pint of water (80 degrees}, enough 
rye flour to make a mediumly stiff Ceush. Put 
this dough into a jar (covered) for twenty-four 
hours. It is now sour and sticky, Add a lit- 
tle warm water (80 degrees) to the r dough. 
Dissolve and add a little pumpernickel flour to 
get a good spongé. Work it well’. Put the 
dough back in the jar for about-six or seven 
hours. “Mix this sour dough with a ‘cake yeast 
and one or two quarts of water for a sponge. 
Let the sponge come to a ‘drop* Aid more 
water, pumpernickel flour, and one ounce of 
salt for each quart of water used. A little 
molasses will help to make a rich color in the 
oven. The longer you work the dough the bet- 
ter will be the result. When you have worked 
the dough sufficiently mold it into loaves at 
once. Line your pan with wood in the sides 
and grease well between the loaves. Two 
pounds of loaves are baked in the oven one 
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‘hour and fifteen mintites. Let it rise in the 
pans twenty minutes or sp. If the bread gets 
too solid and leaves the inside the first’ time 
mix in some strong, white, patent flour ‘the 
next time you try it, as white flour makes ex-

Change of 
temperature from heat to cold refreshes. A hot 
bath in winter finished by a cold plunge or 
sponge will heat and stimulate the body so as 
be enable it to bear cold weather better for 

ys. 

Few women understand the necessity of two 
baths daily for freely perspiring persons in hot 
weather, to clear the pores and to cool the body 
morning and night. 

Prostrations from heat would be unknown if 
this were the habi: of all classes, especially of 
working women who perspire freely. 

The bath as a means of physical develop- 
ment hardly begins to be understood. <A prop- 
erly fitted bathroom is not second to @ gym- 
nasium as a means of physical perfection.

This was the date set in the transportation 
committee resolution adopted Wednesday 
afternoon following the break in merger 
negotiations between the city and the trac- 
tion interests James J. Reynolds, a member 
of the subway commission, said yesterday not 
even the subway routing had been determired 
on. 


named on the proposed new valuation corn- 
mission to assess the elevated roads’ prop- 
erties that caused the break in the negotia- 
tions. 

Must Find Aldermen’s Aims. 

“We will have to find out the transporta- 
tion committee's desires on the subway plans 
before we can make any comprehensive 
echeme for subways,’ Mr. Reynolds said. 
‘“ Tentative plans with suggested routes were 
prepared by the commission last winter and 
submitted to the committee in February, but 
nothing was decided upon. 

‘*‘We have all the engineering details of 
the three necessary tunnels already worked 
out. The location of the tunnels for the down- 
town district would be the same no matter 
what routing scheme is selected. There wil! 
heave to be one under the river in State street 
and two under the river from the west side 
in Rardolph and Harrison‘streeta We are 
prepared to start work on the tunnels at any 
ime. 

‘** As it will take longer to build the tunneis 
than any other part of the subway, it would 
seem the thing to do to start work on them 
first. We figure two years would be the 
minimum time in which the tunnels could be 
compieted.’’ 


Aldermen Seek Compromise. 

It is not unlikely that some aldermen may 
try to reopen negotiations with the traction 
interests looking toward the consolidation of 
all the elevated and surface lines. They are 
not against a municipal subway in some 
cases, but feel the best taaction service to 
Chicago would come from a consolidated 
company which weuld operate all surface, 
elevated, and subway lines as a single sys- 
tem. They are inclined to believe thet the 
companies were justified in not desiring Mr. 
Reynolds named on the new valuation com- 
mission, inasmuch as he was a member of the 
first commission, whose members failed to 
agree on valuation figures for the elevated 
properties by a difference of $40,000,000. 

Members of the transportation committee 
were not inclined to discuss the subway or 
merger situation during the day. Ald Lipps 
said he was sorry negotiations had been 
broken off. 

“I believe the people of Chicago are enti- 
tled to the best traction service that can be 
obtained.’’ he saf_. “I beleve that service 
can be secured only through a consoldation 
of ali the traction interests. That would mean 
universal transfers to and from surface, ele- 
vated, and subway lines. It would mean 
fastest transportation combined with the 
most systematized operation.”

' A court reporter—e man who has done

Woman Oers to Make Revelations. 

Mise Heppner knew she Was under sur- 
veillance the instant she left the witness 
siand. Donahoe & Hartnett, it {ts paid, 
told her. It worried her, and through a 
friend she sent word to Mr. Scott that she 
would reveal something interesting: provided 
there would be no formal charge of perjury 
lodged against her. 

Mr. Scott telephoned her as suggested and 
then, it is said, she expressed fear of con- 
sequences at the hands of the Henning 
people. 

Monday night last Mr. Scott sent Attorney 
Charies O. Rundal!l to the Heppner resi- 
éence at 814 Eastwood avenue, when the 
young woman renewed her promise to ap- 
pear at the Scott offices.

The shock is expected to come from two 
good looking young men who were taken 
into the courtroom for identification while 
Mrs. Oviatt was on the stand.

No Way to Get Him Out, Says Olson.

He said the 
prisoner had thrown away his right of ap- 
peal wheh he ha@ had his appeal sult dis- 
miesed in the higher court In order to take 
advantage of the habeas corpus proceedings 
in Judge Cooper's court. 

“ Judge Cooper granted the habeas corpus

while theicourt docket showed his sentence to 
be five months tmprisonment,” Judge Ofson 
said. “* We corrected the court record to 
Bhow nine months, the real sentence, and 
then sentenced him Any court has a right 
to correct or amend its records from court 
data and!

This was assured yesterday when the sen- 
ate passed the emergency measure covering 
the joint appropriation for militia organi- 
zations throughout the country. It is only 
necessary for the bill to receive the presi- 
dent’s signature for it to become alaw.

Only two Illinols regiments are directly 
affected by this appropriation. They are the 
Third and Sixth infantry. They will go into 
camp at Sparta, Wis.. July 15, and the 
maneuvers will extend until Aug. 1. Prac- 
tically all of the expenses will be paid by 
the government, some being supplied from 
the epecia! appropriation and some from the 
federal permanemt militia approprim@ion 
known as the “” 1661 fund.” 


Springfield Camp Opens Today. 

The other eix Illinois regiments will go to 
Springfield, where the camp will be estab- 
lished tomorrow. The mititlamen will be 
Kept there until Aug 17, each regiment stay- 
ing one week. Part of the expenses will be 
paid by the state, and the remainder out 
of the ‘ 1661 fund.” 

The six regiments-are ecattered over a 
large part of the state. The First, Second, 
and Seventh have headquarters at Chicago. 
The Fourth is scattered through Decatur, 
Effingham, and oth-r towne in that vicinity. 
The Fifth has headquarters at Quincy. The 
Eighth is apportioned between Chicago, 
Springfield, and Bloomington. The Sixthand 
Third, which will go to the camp at Sparta, 
Wis., are both from Rock Island. 

Miinois’' only cavalry regiment, the First, 
will go on a practice march, but detailed 
plans have not yet been completed. 


Batteries Returning Home. 

Three batteries of field artillery have been 
engeged in maneuvers at Fort Riley, Kas., 
since June 25.
